Washington, May 1. 

Lieutenant-General Albert 
C. Wedemeyer advised Pre- 
sident Truman nearly four 
years ago that Korea was 
threatened by a “Sovict- 
controlled Invasion of North 
Korean forces,” [t was dis- 
closed. today when portions 
of his report, which had been 
kept secret since its sub- 
mission to the President on 
September -9, 1947, were 
made public by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee 
today. 

“A United Slates withdrawal 
which permitted the Soviet 
Union to dominate the area 
would result in a serious 
pojitical and psychological 
threat to China,  Ineluding 
Manchuria, and Jupan," General 
Wedemeyer said. 

His report was made before 
China fell under the contro! of 
the Communists, 

He also urged military ald 
ond supplies | to South ‘Korea 
and proposed an “American- 
oMcered Korean scout force to 
replace the present constabulary 
of suMcient strength to cope 
with the threat from the 
North.” 

General Wedemeyer said that 
the Russians dominated North 
‘Korea through the Communists. 

The forces available to Gen- 
eral Hodge were adequate to 
cope with unrest in South Korea 
and to maintaln order, but 
“completely inadequate, ever 
with maximum assislance from 
General MacArthur, to meet a 
Soviet-control’d = invasion by 
North Korean forces,”
